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INTltODUCTION,

Os nif MOUSING or iHt nth of Vpnl i86i a number 
of Bengali gentlemen had gathered on board 5 5 
Xemest^ to wish farewell to a fellow countrjmanof 
theirs who was lea\ing Calcutta for Europe much 
against the wishes of Ins more orthodox Hindu relfttnes 
Tins gentleman had thrown up what seemed to 
Ills oeople a ^er^ lucratne appointment* and had set 
his mind on loioro^ing Ins prospects b\ a protracted 
staN in England, witere he was destined to gam the 
esteem of some of the roost disiroguished Inerarj men 
of the da^ , such as Max Muller, GoldslucKer, H C. 
Robinson, Dr Martineau and Sir Charles Trevelr an. It 
IS the life of this gentleman that vre purpose to write as 
an introduction to Ins raluable Diarj’ br the publication 
of winch his eldest son, Babu SuUumar Haidar, has not 
onl\ fulfilled a pious dul> but has also conferred a last- 
ing benefit on Anglo-Indian literature. 

Babu Rahhal Das Haidar, the writer of the present 
Diarj, was born at Jagaddal on the aist of December 
1S32. This Milage, situated on the Hooghl), opposite

Tlie Haidars of Jagaddal are a very old /amih. 
Becharam Haidar whose onlv surviving son Raklial Dis 
v%as,^erved the Hon WeEast Jndn Company for a perjod 
of tbirtyifive jears On Ins retirement from service as 
Assistant Superintendent of the 34 Parghannas Embank- 
ments m 1851, he was granted a special pension by 
the Court of Directors " upon the consideration that lie 
was to a great e\tent incapacjted and his retirement 
acceldVated bv a severe injury to Ins right htp which lie 
sustained m the performance of public dutj * Becln- 
rains piety and chanty are well-known even at the 
present time not only in his native village but m every 
place m Bengal and Orissa where he happened to be 
employed. An interesting alJusioa to this old gentJe- 
mau's chantable mttmcts occurs m a Bengali vv otk of 
Babu Chandra Sekhar Bannerji entitled JatadhArtr 
Rozndmchd ( published ni 1883) in which the writer 
mentions Becharam s appointment (on the 29th October 
1836) to the executive charge of the Balasore District, 

D. P. W, as something remarkable, it being tlie first 
appointment of its kind jn Bengal Equally interesting 
IS Raklnl Das’s description of his orthodox father in a 
Family Register kept by him. “ He had, Rnkhal Dns 
tells us, "served the government for more linn 35 ) tars

and always with credit. Had he been dishonestly 
disposed, he could ha\e easily amassed a fortune Main* 
people %Mlh far less ad\antages had become rich ; but 
Becharam preferred honourable pov'erty to wealth 
dishonestly acquired ........In religious persuasion he was 

a Vaishnav and was a verv orthodox Hindu. Lalit- 
molian Gossam of Khardaha cheated him of a good 
deal of money. Becharam bad a number of <'ulo!s 
in ins iiouse and kept an establishment for their 
pnja I annoved him aery much by mv heterodox 

proclivities One be.aiittrul trail of bis character 

was that he took great pleasure in feeding people 
He was much vexed with my xisit to Europe, but lie 
lived to pardon me. His hatter davs were enlivened 
by the fact that I had got two sons and two daughters 
before Ins death." During the famine of iS66 Becharam, 
we are informed by Ins son, fed daily in an unostenta- 
tious marniet a number of persons “without caring to 
recciv e the thanks of -the public Becharam died m 
iSGp at the good old age of eighty-five 

The death of Ins fatlief was a severe blow to 
Rakhal Das His mother had died in bis earlv infancy 
and he was left enlirelv m the care of an aunt— “aunt 
Revati’ as he always affectionately called her — who 
stood to him in the place of a mother With what love 
and reverence she was regarded by* her motherless 
nephew c.an be gathered from a Bengali poem of 
Rakhal Dass winch has been giv en m the appendix 
In h)s haniily Register Rakhal Das has also written; — 
“Jlother left a worthy protectress m my dear aunt 



Revali, wlio could not ha\e held me dcnrerif 1 Ind been 
her ottfi son". 

R.iKlnl Dis betjan his Ben?ili nlplnbet at tlic 
nsti il age of five in 1837. Enqlisli and Urna be began 
m bis tenlh jenr. An incident tool, place in 184^ 
vv Inch gives us an insight into the unsiiperstilioiis cast 
of intellect of tins future advocate of monolbeism. 
Rakli^l Das, we arc told, was going onajournev to 
the temple of Jagannath at I’liri with some of Ins 
relations On tbe «av a felJow-traveller informed him 
tint owing to some supernatural causes the temple of 
JaganintU cast no shadow. “1 disbelieved mv infor- 
mant, V writes Rakbal Das, “and while at the shrine 
Itself I demonstrated the folly of Ins belief 

The }ears TS44 and 1S45 were spent at the Clnnsura 
Preparator) and Hooghly Collegiate Schools In the 
latter jear Uma Charan Bhattacharji, the family 
priest of the Jagaddal Haidars and Krishn i Molian 
Rlnlhck, the father-in-law of -our great countnman 
Maharaja Bahadur Sir Jotendra Mohun Tagore, K. C 
S. I , both Tilntric SWktas of a verj rigid tv pe, initiated 
him into the masteries of Kali worship Writing about 
tins period at a later date, Raklial Das savs, “The 
phantasm of Kah still contiiiuiiig to haunt me, though 
I had begun to have moments of doubt, the imaginary 
Kali used to sa) . — 'O Raklial when thou wilt grow 
up thy thought will be that Kah is a mere phantasm . 

I used to sa> ‘No Mother, no, ' 

The apprehensions of the goddess were partly 
realised in the following year, foi on the iSlh April 
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Molnn Gossim of Khardali initiated Raklial Das into 
Vaislina\ ism - the sect to wliidi his family belonged, 
not without some resistance, as wc are informed, on 
the part of the } outhfiil prosel} te. 

The literary career of RaUial Das Haidar besau 
strictly speaking m the year 1848 when be commenced 
to contribute Bengali \erses to SndhAraujan, the well- 
known periodical of the celebrated Bengali satirist 
Isivarcliandra Gupta. His contributions to tins journal 
and to the PrahhAhar brought him into close contact 
with the well-known Bengali ////t'm/citrs of the day, 
such as Iswarchandra Vidyasagar, Raja Radha Kanta 
Deb, Hansh Chandra Mukeiji, Kristo Das Pal, Samlihu 
Cluinder Mukerji, Shib Chunder Deb, and Akslni 
Kumar Datta. 

From tins period of literary labour an appreciable 
change of religious belief was discernible m Rakhal 
Das, till be openly arowed his con% ictious by joining the 
Brahrao Samaj in 185?. We ought to have mentioned 
tliat in the preMous year lie had started life as a clerk m 
his fathers office Tins account of the gentlemans 
religious development would be incomplete if we 
omitted to mention that Rakhal Das ncicr finally brake 
ZiUh the Hindu society, so tliat, although we find him 
writing m his Indian Diary' of the 9th June 1851 (See 
p. 97 ) . “In social matters we might rectify and improv e 
things w ere w e to separate ourselves from the bulk of the 
Hindus as a separate sect," Ills views gradually under- 
went considerable modification, for he wrote on the 
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i2lb of Febriiarj 1867 (Seep loi ) 'The Brahmo 
Sannj is making progress but after all I fear tint the 
Brahmos may be another sect lil e the Kartabhajas 

Later on he gravitated more and more towards 
Hindu socieU though he never ceased to tal e sometliin? 
Ill e an academic interest in tl e Brahmo Samaj 
and siiortlv before his death the Vaisliiiav influences 
under which his earlier life was spent manifested them 
seUes in a distmcllj unmistal able manner The zeal 
which he displajedin the cause of the new religion 
— he w as closelv connected w ith De\ endranath Tagore s 
religious movement in 1S50 and eien earlier— was 
equalled b\ his e^traordmarj energy as a student and 
an author, masmuch as we find him at tins penoliiot 
only an indefatigable reader of the worl s of the Eng 
lish monotheistic thinl ers such as Chanmng Theodore 
Parker, and Edward Dennjs wjtli some of whom he 
kept up a regular correspondence, but also an entliusi 
astic promoter of the vernacular literature of Bengal 
whicli was then m its tnhnci Among other Bengali 
works which he completed about this time wemav 
mention a translation of some of Lamb s Tales from 
Slnl espe’’re, a life of R'inia in Bengali * and a 
translation of Rajah Rammolian Roj s 'Precepts of 
Jesus 

While in England he obtained no help whateier

from lus filhcr and he Ind to phce himself under 
pecunnrj obliRilion to the Re\ Mr C H A Dill ; but 
a difference* unfortumlel) arose with tint gentleimn 
and thereafter his aim was to stand as far as possible 
on his own legs (as he writes in Ins diarj of the 
25lh March 1862) though he had still to depend to some 
extent upon the generosity of Jlr Hodgson Pratt, a 
retired \nglo Indian officer of considerable means who 
was also a man of broad sxinpathies He was able on his 
return to India to repa} cverx farthing he liad borrowed 
in England Tlie fact w as pubhch acknowledged b\ Mr 
Dali at a lecture at Howrah to the Canning Institute in 
1873 Next he ( the lecturer ) guardedlv showed the 
course of a Bengali gentleman xxlioin he had ^he satis 
faction of taking with him to England in 1S62 , Ins 
Iriends life on steamship, hiswajacru^ Europe, hia

expended, )ear& before on his trio to England (Indian 
Daily Ncks, January 13, X873) It is interesting to add 
extracts from a letter addressed to him b> Mr Hodgson 
Pratt ou the aSth flfay t 866 —

The Hot exnmtintion nhicli he Jnd pissed in 
London would ln\e embled RaUnl Dis to join the 
Cilculta High Court as a pleider, but the stress of 
circumslinces compelled him to iccept the appoint 
ment ofDeputj Migistnte and Collector winch 'ms 
hindlj oltered to him b\ the then Lieutemnt Governor 
of Bengnl, Sir Cecil Deidon He joined that nppoint 
ment in October i8$? it Burdwan, from which place 
he was transferred to Minbhum on siirvej dutv in 
S“ptember 1863 In 1866 he was emplo>ed on Famine 
dut\ m addition to Ins own duties We transcribe an 
extract from a letter to the Commissioner of the Ciiotn 
Nagpur Division written on the subject of the Famine, 
on the and JIaj 1867, bj the Deput\ Commissioner of

He was a Special Commissioner under the Chota 
Nagnore Tenures Act II (n c)of 1869 from ist April 
1S69 down to the conclusion of the proceedings in 
March 1880 During this time he was rerv cfoscI> 
associated with and enjoved the fullest confidence of 
Colonel C T Dalton, the Commissioner of the Division, 
who had nominated him for the appointment The 
Commissioner in his letter No ■»584 dated the 31st 
October 1868 to the Government said — I have the 
honour to state that Cabu Ral I il Das Haidar Eatra 
As«istaiit Commissioner is, in mv opinion, the best 
selection I could mal e for the dut) of defining Uie 
Blmiulnn lands in Cl ola Nagpore Babu R D 
Haidar has had long exoerie ice in demarcation woik 
and has siiovvn great intelligence and tact in disposing 
of the difiiciilt disputes that have arisen and I have 
great confidence in his fairness and judgment AJJ tins 
tact 1 nowledge and judgmentis wanted m the Bliuinlian 
work and I do not thini we could find a better qiial fied 
officer We must apologise to the indulgent reader for

The folloxitiTig hjghU ‘\ppteci'\li\e remiiks were 
recorded bj the Goxcrnmeiit of B“ngil ( Sir Aslile\ 
Ldeii) in the fin'll resolutiott on the opcntions under 
tlie Clioti N'lgpore Fcniires Act — ' Tlie Lteutemnt 
Governor desires, m c inclusion, to express Ins hi^h 
ipprecnlion of ihe manner m which Bibu Rnl ha\ Dis 
Hildir disclnrged his duties as First “^pecnl Coinmts 
sioner under the Act Ihe e-irnestncss iiidustrj *ind 
discrinimalion which he exercised m the disjosil of 
ef chitrs, nnd hts intimate knowledge of tiie duties 
entrusted to him were conspicuous throughout the 
operations, and tlie interesting reports received from 
him from tune to time proved of great value lo Govern 
ment m the discussion of the various questions winch 
came up, and in directing the working of the Act 
(Government Resolution dated the Zilh November 
ifeSo) This Government resolution was reviewed bv 
tlie Hindoo Patriot following manner Balm 

Rakbal Das Haldir has conducted the proceedings with 
great indiistrv, care and moderition and has jiistlj 
earned the thani s of the Govenmient 

The next appointment that he held was that of 
Slanager of the Cbota Nagpore Estate winch w as iimler 
the Covnt of W vtds He succeeded Mqor\ Lowis 
who had himself succeeded Air G I\ Webster C S as 
M linger He continued m this appointment down to 
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June 1SS7. Tlje Board of Revenue jn tlieir Report on 
Ward and Altaclied Rslntes of Uie Lower Provinces, for 
tlie )ear i8S6'87, observed I lie Board entirely 
as;ree w iili tlic Commissioner that credit for the mann"e- 
iiient of tiic estate is due to no one more than Babii 
Kakhal Das Haldir who nasitt charije of tJie Lstite 
from the 15II1 Tebniarj' 1&79 up to the date of its 
release " 

In 1S77 on the occasion of the assumption of the 
Imperial title b\ Her Majestj the Queen, R. D. H. was 
the recipient of a certificate of honour from Gov ernment. 

In June 1881 he was ofiered by Government, and 
he declined, tlie appointment of Assistant Secretnrj to 
the Government of Bengal, vvliich carried a salary of 
lltrSoo per month 

After niahmg over charge of his duties as Wanager 
of the Chon Nagpore Estate he went on leare, prepara- 
tory' to retirement Before his leave expired he was 
offered an extension and appointed to have charge of 
the Baraset Siib*div>sion He was about to join his 
appointment wjien he was suddenly attacked bj afever 
which refused to yield to the remedies employed bj his 
physician's and he passed aw aj on the 23rd November 
1SS7 at No I Wellington Square, Calcutta, winch house 
liad been kindly placed at his disposal by his old friends 
the Dutts His services were thus fully recognised by 
Government 1 Sir Steuart Bajley) in a letter to the 
Commissioner of the Cbota Nagpore Division (Mr C C. 
Stevens) — “The Lieutenant-Govenior also acknowledges 
the valuable assistance given to you by Babu RaMial 



Dis Haidar, ulio was Ikhmgcr bf Ihe Cliota Xagpore 
Estate ; and takes tins opporttinity of placing on record 
lus sense of the loss w Inch the Go\ ernmcnt has sustained 
by the death of this excellent officer" (Goiernment 
letter No 51 J. dated the 9lh January 188S to the 
Commissioner, Chola Nagpore Dnision) 

Dunng his long ser\ice in Chota Nagpore he 
acquired an intimate knowledge of the manners and 
customs of.the various aboriginal tribes of that division 
and thoroughly mastered the complicated S3Stem of 
land tenures He rendered valuable assistance to Colonel 
Dalton in the preparation of liis “Descriptive Ethnology 
of Bengal,’ —an assistance which the auilior Ins suitabh 
acknowledged m Ins preface to the work He also 
helped in the compilation of Dr W W Hunters 
"Statistical Account of Bengal (Trubner, 1877) as 
regards the district of Lohardugga mow Ranchi), 
and the assistance rendered by him m the prepara- 
tion of the “Tribes and Castes of Bengal’ (Bengal 
Secretanat Press, 1S91 ) is thus acknowledged b\ the 
author, 5 Ir. H. H Kislev, C I E — "I may be 
permitted to take this opportuuitv ofspeciall} acknow- 
ledging the verv' valuable assistance and advice which 

I have received from and most of all from the 

late Babu Raklial Das Haidar, Manager of the Chutn 
N.vgputRa)'’ As a member of the Asiatic Society he 
contributed sev eral papers to the SocieU s Journal on 
inscriptions and copper plates found by him in Chot.i 
Nagpore. Perhaps his most valuable contribution was 
an “Introduction to the Munduri Language ’ which

* L>ke most Jiard workers R. D. H. was not blest 
with perpcUnl t'Ofx' ^‘caUIi. hi July 1884 lie was nm 
down b) ovcr*work and made a trip In seatoCeilon 
for llic benefit of Ins lieaUli. He Msited Colombo and 
Kandy and saw the lemplcof ilnddlin's Tootbattlie

He give his hearty adherence to 
various tnovenienls wliicli were designed to bring about 
a raf'prochemuil between the rulers and tbe ruled He 
was a Life Member of the National Indian Association 
which was founded by Miss Carpenter with tins object 
m 1870 A branch of tbe Association was opened in 
Calcutta m 1876. A meeting for the puroose was held 
at the Town Hall where Miss Carpenter was present, 
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And a Committee nas fowd with the Licnlcnnnl- 
Governor as president, R. D H. being appointed as one 
of t\ie members* ( See teoott rn the 5 /n/tsnrflK, January 
lo, 1876 ) In addressing the bojs and voun? ladies of 
the Dorelon College and Institution at the’ Town Hall 
on the lotli December 18741110 late Sir Richard Temple, 
then Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, thus alluded to 
an instance m which RaUial D IS showed Ins practical 
sympathy with the Anglo-Indian communitj — “It 
was very desirable that they should avoid the too 
common habit of depreciating their native fellow - 
subjects. They were soecially bound to think kindly 
and fraternally of them, reroembeniig that on more 
tlian one occasion the leading f.vmihes of Calcuttn—the 
Tagores, the Mullicks, ilic Devs, the Chalteijis, the 
Mookerjis, the Ghosals-had hbenll) come forward 
to afford pecuiiiarv’ aid to the Doveton, and that this 
very dav,aniedal given b) anaiive gentleman, Babu 
Rakhal Das Haidar, had been presented to a successful 
student" ( The Englishman, December 18, 1S74) 
He regularly corresDOnded with liis English friends, 
both ladles and gentlemen, down to 1887 the vear of 
his death and his relations with his European ofHcnl 
superiors were alwavs of the most cordial character 
Mr. Hodgson Pratt writing to him from Brighton on 
the 2’ud March 5878 said: — “I have been greatly 
touched by the terms of 3 our letter and rejoice much 
to know that 3 ou entertain such feelings tow ards mv self.

thenes, talk ( though nothing can lead them to action ) 
of patridtisni, of driving the English iwaj from India , 
}es, I mjself used to talk so when a lad of about i6 , 
but deeper insight into the condition of India and the 
science of Government has showm m> mistake Who 
would let his child of xo jears go to an unknown 
countrj w ilhout a guide » Just so w ith the natives of 
Hindustan who generally are mere grown iip children. 
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and actmlly require a tialion like the Bnlish to go\ern 
and guide them. I therefore regard the British rule 
as a God*send. I am, hov\e\er, far from behesing that 
the Kuropeans can do with tis what they ha\e done 
with the aborigines of America, i.c., etlirpate my 
countrymen.
